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lug of the parasite left except tlio pigment. Comparing the effects of methy¬ 
lene blue with those of quinine on the various forms of malarial parasites, 
it is said that tho former affects the protoplasm, ami tho latter the pigment 
(chromatin). In the early stages the proportion of tho pigment to the proto¬ 
plasm Is qulto different to that in tho adult, mu! thus the early forms nro 
affected hut slightly by methylcno blue, whilo they aro Affected markedly 
by quinine, while tho adult forms show tho roverae .—Ikulsche nted. Wochen- 
tchrijl , 1901, No. 18, p. 276. 
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Cancerous Infiltration of Fibromyoraa — Gi.oc'KNER (OenfralMalt/Hr Gynii- 
lologie, No. 37, 1901) reports an interesting case of adenocarcinoma of tho 
body of tho uterus complicated with intraligamcntary fibroid. The entire 
mass was removed by abdominal section, the patient succumbing to septic 
peritonitis following perforation of tho intestine at tho site of a secondary 
cancerous nodule. Metrstases were found at autopsy in tho retroperitoneal 
glands, omentum, and intestines. 

An examination of tho specimen showed that tho disease had penetrated 
tho uterine wall at a point adjacent to the attachment of the fibroid, and 
hail extended to tho centre of tho latter growth, a largo cavity having been 
formed, which was lined with cancerous masses. Tho interior of the uterus 
was studded with nodules separated by islands of normal endometrium. 
Tho latter condition confirmed tho reporter in his view that carcinoma of 
tho uterine body often develops from n number of isolated nodules in tho 
endometrium. 

Origin of Uterine Fibroids.— Bland Suhon (Brituh Medical Journal, 
April 0,1901) reports a caso in which a fibroid uterus the aizo of the fist was 
found to contain by actual count 120 fibromyomnta, varying in size from a 
coriander seed to a cherrystone. Ho notes tho fact tlmt in every instance 
tho tiodulo surrounded an nrtcry, hence his inference tlmt they originated 
in tho muscular coat of tho vessels. He formerly believed that they bore a 
close relation to tho nc'vcs. 

Observations on Cancer of the Uterus.— Heckmann {CenfralblaU /Hr 

Qynaloloyie, No. 38, 1901) presents tho results of Ids clinical studies ill 437 
cases of Inoperable carcinoma of the uterus, which wero under observation 
in the hospital in tho courco of two and a half years. These included forty- 
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three crkcb of recurrence after radical operations. The majority of tho 
patients had borne several children. Dating from tho nppearanco of tho 
drat symptoms of disease, tho averago duration of lifo was longer in women 
with recurrence following hysterectomy. 

Primary Carcinoma of the Fallopian Tube.— Hoursikk and Vknot 
{Hecue tie Gyn . it tie Chir. Abdoti i., 1001, No. 2), in reporting a case of this 
rare condition, state that thlrty-ono hnvo already been recorded. Tho flgta 
of the patients varied from forty to sixty years. Tho menopnuso docs not 
seem to bo an important factor in tho development of tho disease. Salpin¬ 
gitis has a direct bearing upon it. 

Retro uterine Heematocele.— Lewinbohn (Inaugural DIss.; abstract in 
tbitralblatt fur Gynabofogie, 1901, No. 38) gives tho result of a study o! 
cloven eases, In only four of which was tho hemorrhngo clearly duo to tubal 
abortion. Ill one tho blood came from a ruptured vnrlcoso vein on the sur¬ 
face of an ovarian cyst, but in tho remaining six no cause could be assigned. 
Eight patients recovered without operation, tho blood becoming entirely 
absorbed. 

The writer states that Winckel never Incises a retro-uterino hiematocolc, 
and has never lost a patient In consequent of this conservative treatment. 

Kookk ( Centralblatl JHr Gyndlologie, 1901, No. 39) reports two cases of 
cceliotomy for supposed ruptured ectopic gestation, in both of which exten¬ 
sive retro-uterino im'inatocclcs were found. In both instances tho tubes 
showed absolutely no evidence of gestation, and were clearly not tho seat of 
the hemorrhage. In tho first caso it was probably duo to excessive coitus; 
in tho second to a violent muscular effort. 

The writer docs not approve of operation in tho case of old im'inatocclcs 
which tend to bccomo absorbed. 

Alcohol In tho Treatment of Inflammation of tho Polvio Organs — 

Schmid (Inaugural I)iss.; abstract in Ctnhalblattfi'ir Gyndlologie, 1901, No. 
39) reports seventy eases of endometritis and diseased adnoxa, which were 
treated as follows: Tho abdomen was covered with a compress saturated 
with 00 per cent, (later, 95 per cent.) alcohol, over which was placed rubber 
tbsue, these being renewed thrlco daily. Tampons saturated with 80 per 
cent, alcohol were inserted in tho vagina every other day. Tho rest of tho 
treatment consisted In lysol douches, rest in bed, mnBsngc and simplo diet. 
At first thero were somo pain and elevation of temperature. 20 patients were 
cured; 11 were improved ; 31 had a symptomatic cure, while the local condi¬ 
tion was improved. 20 patients wero treated with ichthyol tampons for the 
Hike of comparison. Of these only 1 was cured; in 6 tho symptoms were 
entirely relieved; In 9 there was improvement both in the symptoms and in 
the local condition ; in 9 in tho symptoms only. 

Psoudoligamentary Ovarian Tumora.—ScitENK (VeutratblaU fur GynH * 
lologie, 1301, No. 13) calls attention to tho fact that tumors of tho ovary 
rarely develop between tho folds of tho broad ligaments, but more often 
behind them. To these he applies tho term “ pseudo-intrnllgamentnry. M
